Holiday Trimmings 

Yi)ur holiday wardrobe may be accentuated by dec¬ 
orative trim: glitter, beads (including rhinestones and 
faux pearls), sequins, tear drops, metallic prints, or 
leather and suede. These trimmings can cause poten¬ 
tial care problems. 

The major problems with sequins is fading or lack 
of colorfastness. Many sequins arc also subject to peel¬ 
ing. corrosion, curling, or color loss, and some even 
dissolve in diycleamng solvent. 

Polystyrene beads dissolve in some drycleaning .sol¬ 
vents. Imitation pearl beads also can cause problems. 
Appliques made of leather, suede or snakeskin often 
contain solvent-soluble dyes that will disappear during 
drycleaning, causing color loss and/or transfer of dye. 



Care and Cleaning 


It's best to act before problems begin. Study the care 
label before you buy the item. Ask about the retailer’s 
return policy. If there’s any doubt drycleaning, ask a 
IFI member drycleaner to pre-test a small area. If a 
problem tKcurs, the garment should be returned to the 
retailer.

the galleries of London. 

Henry Huntington took 
up residence in Los Ange¬ 
les in 1902 when the city’s 
population was just over 
100,000, today the city of 
Los Angeles is home to 
over 3.4 million and the 
metropolitan area popula¬ 
tion is excess of 9 million. 
Much of the early growth 
of the city and surrounding 
areas can be attributed to 
Huntington’s interurban 
railway system, the Pacif¬ 
ic Electric Company, pop¬ 
ularly known as the “Red 
Cars.”

Persistent indigestion should be 
checked by your physician. Just twenty minutes of walk¬ 
ing each day is great exerci.se.

/Mcadia Revises ivussion 
Statement and Goals

On Tuesday, Arcadia 
City Council and staff met 
to update the Council’s 
long and short term goals. 

Arcadia’s Mission 
Statement encapsulates 
“What the City of Arcadia 
is and should be,” said City 
Manager Bill Kelly. The 
brief mission statement, 
written in 1994, is as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Arcadia is a premier 
“community of homes” 
featuring top quality, bafe 
neighborhoods which exist 
in concert with the natural 
environment; a diverse 
population that is commit¬ 
ted to community involve¬ 
ment and volunteerism; 
and a superb educational 
system. This high quality 
of life is supported by our 
commercial vitality. It is 
the mission of the Arcadia 
City Government to pro¬ 
vide effective and fiscally 
responsible municipal ser¬ 
vices in a manner which 
promotes the high standard 
of community life.” 

The mission statement 
was passed over almost 
without comment. Mayor 
Robert Harbicht noted that 
mission statements tend to 
sound alike; nobody 
claims to want to promote 
a mediocre standard of 
community life. In view of 
this, the Council worked 
more on their goals than 
the mission statement. 

Harbicht had drawn up 
a new set of goals, which 
he presented to the Coun¬ 
cil, and which went over 
well. City Councilmember 


Barbara Kuhn said that she 
thought Harbicht “did an 
excellent job," which was 
the con.sensus of the Coun¬ 
cil, with Mayor Pro Tern 
Gary Kovacic saying that 
he wished he’d written it. 

The major points 
Harbicht hit upon were 
goals for the Council, 
goals for City employees, 
fiscal responsibility, eco¬ 
nomic development, edu¬ 
cation, quality of life, pub¬ 
lic safety, public infra¬ 
structure, and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Harbicht took the goals 
in support of the 1994 
statement and elaborated 
on many of them, in keep¬ 
ing with his view that in 
general, the goals needed 
only a little more specific¬ 
ity. Specifically, in the 
area of fiscal responsibil¬ 
ity, Harbicht wrote the 
goal ‘To provide the high¬ 
est quality municipal ser¬ 
vices, consistent with the 
resources available to us.” 
Harbicht said at Tuesday’s 
meeting, “People have to 
realize, there are limita¬ 
tions on what we can do.” 

Regarding economic 
development, Harbicht 
noted that the City had to 
“recognize that high qual¬ 
ity city services are to a 
large extent dependent on 
a strong business commu¬ 
nity.” Goals concerning 
education were not merely 
fleshed out at Tuesday’s 
meeting; they were added 
to the list of goals. ‘To rec¬ 
ognized that a major 
strength of our community 
is our educational system. 
To insure that our efforts

Arcadia 
Festival of 
Bands

Over 5,000 high school students turned out for one 
of the more fun annual Arcadia events; The Festival of 
Bands. 1997 marked the 44th annual Festival, and hun¬ 
dreds of fans lined up along Baldwin Avenue to watch 
the procession. The competitive part of the festival, the 
Band Review, is on an invitation-only basis, and its pres¬ 
tige is apparent from the difficulty it takes to get into the 
competition. 

‘The bands need an average of 85% or better in the 
prior year to be eligible, and bands that participated in 
last year’s festival have to have scored at least 85 in our 
event last year, or they’re ineligible for three years,” 
explains Jim Barrows, Chairman of the Festival Com¬ 
mittee. 

In addition to the Band Review, the Festival of Bands 
put on two shows at Citrus Collegs; in the morning, and 
open show was held, and in the afternoon, the top 16 high 
school bands were invited. In the Band Review itself, 37 
bands met the strict requirements and competed. 

In addition to the 37 competing bands, four host bands 
competed. Arcadia’s middle schools, Dana, First Av¬ 
enue, and Foothills Middle School performed, as did 
Arcadia High School. The judging was done by a team 
of officials from the Southern California School Bands 
and Orchestra Association.

But food poisoning is 
more than just a stomach 
ache; .some types of bacte¬ 
ria and viruses can cause 
severe illness, which can 
be fatal in the elderly, in 
children, diabetics and in¬ 
dividuals whose immune 
systems are particularly 
weak, such as cancer pa¬ 
tients. 

“Some people can get 
mild food poisoning with¬ 
out even realizing it,” says 
Dr. Argon. “Often people 
come down with a “bug” 
accompanied by symp¬ 
toms such as headache and 
stomach ache, and dismiss 
it as “stomach flu” or a 
“twenty four hour virus” 
when in fact they are suf¬ 
fering from food poison¬ 
ing.” 

Sue Kellon, registered 
dietitian on staff at Meth- 
odi.st Hospital, offers some 
tips to help you reduce 
your chances on getting 
food poisoning this 


to at least 165 degrees. 
Keep foods such as turkey 
cold until cooked. Salmo¬ 
nella poisoning can some¬ 
times result from un¬ 
cooked or spoiled meat. 

Refrigerating foods 
within two hours of cook¬ 
ing them. Also, .some of 
the most common cases of 
food poisoning arise from 
potato salad, egg salad, or 
stuffing left out too long. 

Wash your hands thi)r- 
oughly before handling 
foods. Keep food prepara- 
tion areas scrupulously 
clean. Cutting boards and 
knives should also be thor¬ 
oughly washed. 

Promptly put leftovers 
in refrigerator.

agreed to add the statement, “To support the Board of 
Education in achieving this goal.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Kovacic stressed the importance of 
letting Arcadia residents know that the City is there for 
all groups of people, in all age ranires. A gonl that 
Harbicht believes is critical is " fo piuv ide quality streets 
and control systems for the efficient movement of traf¬ 
fic;” Said HarbiChf, ‘These are the kinds of things on a 
(Jay to o.iy basis that keep people mov ing." 

City Manager Bill Kelly said that the Council’s di¬ 
rection on these goals will make City Staffs job easier 
as they attempt to develop specific strategies to accom¬ 
plish the Council’s goals. Council input will be taken to 
the various department heads, who will brainstorm on 
possible plans consi.stent with the Council’s overall vi¬ 
sion. 

The Council also took the step of suggesting specific 
possibilities for City Staff to look into. One strategy dis¬ 
cussed to facilitate greater traffic efficiency is the pos¬ 
sibility of bringing back school buses in Arcadia. 
Harbicht suggested that staff could look into whether 
Prop A funds could be used to fund busing, and added 
that a busing program could take 2,000 to 3,(X)0 cars off 
of the road. 

Other items up for discussion included sewer and 
storm drain plans, the remodeling/renovation of the 
police facility, youth-related problems, volunteer pro¬ 
grams, code enforcement and education, and working 
with commercial property owners, specifically in the 
West Arcadia area, and the possibility of e.stablishing an¬ 
other business association. 

“If we get these objectives right, the budgeting pro¬ 
cess should be easy,” Kelly said, “It’s like a road map. 
While we can shift some of the.se around, or add new 
projects, if we get too far from these goals, we have a 
map to know we’re getting off track.” 

Other issues considered by the City include commu- 
nications-related projects, special event, and other pro¬ 
grams to bring information to the public. Specific ideas 
included flyers, a speakers’ bureau, the production of a 
website (in progress). City Hall open houses, the Cen¬ 
tennial celebration, a “State of the City” address, and the 
“University of Arcadia,” a three month program which 
would take 20 citizens at a time and walk them through 
all facets of government, from City Council decisions 
to basics such as tree trimming. The public information 
campaign would result in residents going through the 
program being awarded “Citizen Cum Laude” certifi¬ 
cates, and possibly having volunteer trained to educated 
other residents. 

City staff will report back to City Council with ob¬ 
jectives and programs, as the City refines its efforts to 
bring their vision for Arcadia to fruition.
